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Haws makes false s^MementS to he didn’t lie

TWIN FALLS - Terry L., Haws, who 
once served os chief deputy, to stale Schools 
Superintendent Anne..C. Fox, has made 
false statements to.-the Professional Stan- 
dards Commission and to a. state panel 
which is investigating him. 

The evidence is c^tained in tape record- 
ings of Haws’ appearances in Alaska Supc- 
riorCourt.in 1984. 

’ The Idaho Professional Standards Com- 
mission is investigating whether Haws lied 
about his Alaska criminal record - at least 
three times - while seeking employment and 
educational credentials in Idaho. If the com- 
mission’s three-member investigatory panel 
finds Haws lied, the State Board of Education 
could strip him of his teaching credentials. 

In 1987 and 1992, Haws (old the Office 
of Teacher Ccrtincation that he has never 
been "adjudicated guilty in a court of law 
of an offense other than o minor traffic vio- 
lation.” And on April IS. 1992; he told the 
Nampa School District he had never plead- 
ed “nolo contendre" - meaning “no con- 
test" - to any criminal charges. 

But Haws has a criminal record in Alaska. 
He was indicted by a grand jury in January 
1984 offer a 1S-year-old boy accused Haws 
of offering him marijuana in exchange for 


sex. Haws accepted a plea bargain, pleading 
, no contest to one misdemeanor count. 

That record became front-page news in 
' January 1995 whni a Boise television sta- 
tion uncovered it. Confronted with his past, 
Haws told Education Department oflicials 
that he hod pleaded “no contest” to a crime 
in 1984 but did not know, unlit 1995, that a 
judge had actually found him guilty of the 
misdemconor “contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor.” i- 

Haws has also claimed that he didn’t at- 
' tend the March 29, 1984, hearing in'Kcnai, 
Alaska, where he was declared guilty. 
Haws told the investigatory panel he had 
filled out Idaho opplications to the best of 
his “knowledge and belief.” 

Bui tape recordings- from the Alaska 
couR system ^ow that Haws was pr^rit 
when Superior Judge Charles K. Cranston 
accq>tcd Hows* "nolo contendre” plea and 
convicted him. The tapes also show that 
Cranston told Haws, repeatedly, that he 
was “guilty” at the March hearing and at 
hissentencinghearingin April 1984. 

' A different tape sealed Haws* fhle in l^w 
after I5-year-old “K.W.F.” recorded an en- 
counter at Haws* Alaska aponmcnl - which 
doubled os a piano and organ store. 

Haws asked the boy. “Do you want

At first, conviction didn’t 
hurt Haws in Idaho

TWIN FALLS - Tcny L. Haws lost his 
job and went through "six months of liv- 
ing hell',’ in 1984 after he was accused of 
trying to trade sex for marijuana with 
“K.W.F.”-a 15-year-old Alosira boy. 

He was ultimately convicted of encour- 
aging the child Id use marijuana - a misde- 
meanor charge - but his luck improved 
significantly when he moved from.Alaska 
to the Gem State. 

Because Idaho requires no background 
check foc.£ducators. Haws had no problem 
re-enlcrin^e work force here. Hnwsi 

< Tutored at Boise State University 
from 1984 to 1988. 

• Received his teaching credentials 
from Idaho in 1987. 

* Worked for ihe Nampa School District 
from 1990 until at. least 1992. Haws served 
05 principal of the Canyon Alternative Ed- 
ucation Center and ds acting director of 


schools in Nampa, Caldwell and Emmett. 

• Received administrative credentials 
from the state in 1992. 

Haws’ profcssiorul career flourished in 
pan because of false statements he made 
oi^doho opplications. The inaccuracies 
weren’t discovered until Hows had 
climbed to the top of the stdid education 
bureaucracy. 

Despite Haws’ professionol successes, 
he struggled financially. He declared 
bankruptcy, listing no assets, in- 1994. 

Haws had little money bwause he was 
woricing for free as campaign manager for 
Anne C..Fo’t- Haws donated $20,500 
worth of labor to the Republican nominee., 
for superintendent of public instruction. 

-His service was rewarded after Fox's '• 
landslide win. She made him her chief ' 
deputy - the second-highest position in the *

Haws al- 
legedly gave K.W.F. and “D.P.,” a I4- 
ycnr-old boy, "one or two puffs, of 
marijuana,” telling them to “Lay back 
and enjoy it.” The boys left the apart- 
ment however, without committing 
any sexual acts. 

Hqws mainuiined the boy and two 
other juveniles brought their own mor- 
. ijuana into the aporunem and smoked 
' Jt without his permission. He said he 
asked them to leave, but didn't try to 
physically remove them because he 


was afraid they would hurt him or 

damage his musical instnunents. 

Two months.-.aJ]lcr his indictment 
Haws agreed to plead “no contest" 
to “contributing to the delinquency 
of a minor"’ for encouraging K.F. to 
use marijuana in violation of the 
law. In rctuni for Hows’ plea, prose- 
cutors dropped felon/charges. ' 
According to the courtroom tapes, 
Cranston 'told .Haws that the court 
would ‘^tcr a judgment of convic- 
tion finding you guilty" ff he plead- 
ed Vno conlcsL"'Asked iT he undcr- 
-stodd'the consequences pf his plea, ' 
Haws said, “Yes, sir." . .. • 

Cranston accepted Haw’s plea and 
said the court “will enter a judgment.

guilty,” of the misdemeanor. 

Haws admits he was present in 
Court on Ap/il 3, 1984, when 
Cranstoi]_sentcnced hirn to three 
years’ probation and ordered him to 
pay a S350 fine. “J am convinced 
there is-a substantial-basis-for-thc-- 
judgment of conviction which has 
been entered in this cose and for the 
pica of no contest," Cranston iold 
Haws. “Thus I can only deal with 
you now on the basis that you arc 
guilty as charged ...” 

Besides the fine and the probation, 
Cunston gave Haws a suspended 
edrtjay’jail sentence. “I feel the sus- 
pended portion is necessary if for no 


other reason than to drive home to 
you what (he court considers to be a 
serious dereliction of duty and hope- 
fully to let others know that courts 
view this seriously," Cranston said. 

Haws’ Alaska aitorney, Allan 
Beiswenger, .warned Cranston that a 
-criminal record would hurt Haws 
professionally, saying, "I think it 
would be very destructive of his ca- 
reer for the court to' impose upon 
him. a sentence that he would not be 
able to have removed aAer going 
through a tseriod of probation.” 

But the judge refused to suspend 
imposition of Haws', probation and 
fine - leaving a permanent blemish 
on Hows' record. 


After his conviction, Hows moved 
to Boise and started looking for jobs 
in educa|ipp. But he didn’t, reveal his 
criminal past on application after ap- 
plication. ' 

In a written statement dated April 
18, 1995, Haws defended these pre- 
vious denials. “At the time of the 
court’s imposition of sentence I did 
not know. that the court had adjudi- 
cated me as'^ilty,” Haws stated. 

“1 was under the perception and 
belief that the nolo contendre plea, 
precluded on adjudication of ggilt os 
opposed to the entry of a guilty plea 
which I refused to do,” he woic. “I 
acted in good-faith in the answer to 
the applications. My teaching certifi- 


cation in this state should not be re- 
voked or suspended.” 

Haws made similar statements last 
month before the three-member pan- 
el that is reviewing his fitness to 
hold'teaching credentials. “I was not 
aware until this year that 1 had been 
adjudicated guilty of a crime,” Haws 
told the panel. 

In an interview Saturday, Haws 
, defended those statements, saying, 
‘T told the truth to' the- best of my 
knowledge.” 

But he declined to' answer filler • 
questions, saying, "You need to Talk 
to David MonwcilcP' - the attorney 
who represents him. Manweilcr was 
not availoble for comment.

Historians say Pocahontas tale 
may have originated in Florida 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) — When 
the Indian chief ordered the execution 
of a European captive, the chiefs 
daughilr persuaded him to spare the 
■white man’s life'. 

Does that sound like the story of 
Captain John Smith, the Jamestown 
colonist, now being retold in the pop* 
ular Walt Disney movie 
“Pocahontas’7 

Actually, it happened in Florida 
nearly 80 yesrs before Smith set foot 
in Virginia. The European wos 
.Sg^onLard Juan Ortiz and the Indian 
. maiden was known as iftelc. 

.Many historions doubt that young 
Pocahontas ever saved 'Smith's life 
-and-some-contehd the Englishman 
probably made up the story after rad* 
ihg previously published aceounts of_ 
Ortiz's ordeal. ' 

Not. until aAcr Pocahontas died in 
1617 did the story s.how up in a 
revised, account of Smith's adven* 
tures..'Sbme historians dismiss Smith, 
as a “blowhard" and 8cIf*promotcr. 
One biography is titled “The Great 
Rogue.’’ 

“It’s something nobody can 

S rove one way or the other," said 
isiorian William Coker. “Bui on 
the other hand the evidence, I 
think, leans pretty heavily in faVor 


of him borrowing the story." 

In 1S28, Timucua Indians captured 
Ortiz and three other'Spaniords who 
were searching for missing explorer 
Panfllio de Norvoez near Tampa Bay. 

“The first thing they did was ... use 
them for taigerpmctice," said Coker, 
an emerims professor of history at the 
University of West Florida. Three of 
the Spaniards were killed by arrows 
but Ortiz survived, he said. 

Hirrihugua, chief of the Ucita vil* 
lagc, hod a score to settle 'with- the 
Spanish because Narvaez had cut oiT 
his nose and killed his mofher by 
throwing her to a pack of dogs. ' 

The chief saved Ortiz for a special 
tomire called ■■barbacoa;" a wotd thaf 
survives as “barbecue." 

. -.Ortiz was strung up over a fire to be 
roasted alive but Ulele pleoded with 
her father » sparoihls life. The chiefs 
wife joined in the appeal and he 
relented. 

However, the chief again threatened 
to hove Ortiz killed. Before his sen* 
lence cofJd be carried out,. Ulele 
helped Ortiz escape to the village ofo 
neighboring chief, Mocoso. ' - ^ 

Ortiz lived there in relative pebee 
until he encountered Hernando de 
Soio’s expedition 1 1 years later. Ortiz, 
covered with tattoos as was the 


Timucuan custom, joined the 
Spaniards as an intc^reter. He and de 
Soto both died during the winter of 
I54M2 near the Mississippi River. 

A de Soto survivor known as the 
Centlcmon of Elvas included (he Ordz 
rescue in his account of the exp^ition 
published in Lisbon, Portugal, in 
1567. An English translation was 
printed about 1605. A Spanish 
account by Garcilasco de la Vega 
appeared in 1601.

Lita says she was turned or^d 
by the federal TRIO program, "wbich , 
was designed to help low*income 
students become the first in their 
families to attend college. 

So, in a scene repeated frequently 
across Washington this summer, 
TRIO’S beneficiaries, like Lita, are 
-fighting-io save the program, which 
has been targeted by Congress os it 
seeks to cut the budget deficit. 

They have written letters to mem- 
bers of Congress, at the urging of 
the National Council of Educational 
Opportunity Associations. 

“Our fax has been brutalized," 
said Bob Brooks, a spokesman for 
Rep. Jay Dickc)^ an Arkansas 
Republican who sits on' an 
Appropriations subcommittee 
weighing education cuts. ' 4 - - 

And as the stories pour in, at least 
some Republicans have become 
convinced, illusiuting just how 


politically difficult it con be to cut 
federal spending when each program 
can boast people it has helped. 

“This is something that's been 
very useful in our district," Brooks 
said. “It’s worth keeping.” ■' 

But Republicans who want to cut 
TRIO argue they, can help young 
people morciby cutting the deficit. 

They note thnt.TRIO’s budget 
jumped from S206 million seven 
years ago to S463 million this year. 
With hardly any taxpayer attention,, 
a program that started with a S6 mil- 
lion budget- in 1965 has grown 
steadily ever since. 

TRIO got its name because it orig- 
inally contained three programs'. 
Now there are five: 

■ Counseling and workshops on 
college for high school students. 

> Weekend and summer academic 
help for high school students. 

■ Counseling and information ser- 
vices for adults through community 
centers. 

^ * Academic help for students 
once they get to college. 

■ Mentoripg and research opportu- 
nities to encourage low-income and 
minority college students to consider 
graduate studies. 

Republican critics argue that 
local schools and communities, not 
the federal government^ should 
give disadvantaged youth the boost 
they need to get to college. And 
they believe TRIO duplicates state 
programs for minority students. 

“They’re looking very closely at 
which programs make sense and 
which don’t," said David Kohn. 
spokesman for Rep. John Edward 
Porter, R-llI., head of the 
Appropriatiuhs subcommittee. “But 
the cuts have to come someplace."' 

TRIO supporters belipve it was 
targeted in a mistaken belief it was 


afllrmotivc qction. In an odd twist, 
they. are fighting back by noting that . 
42 percent of TRJO's 680,000 recip- 
ients are white. Thirty-five percent 
arc block.

unsanctioned AIDS drugs. 

At the time, U.S. residents were 
permitted to import medication that 
lacked federal approval if it was for 
personal use. The guards knew the 
purpose of the isoprinosioe Qnd rib- 
avirin-bulging out of the pinuta, Getty 
says, but dehtonded he tell them why 
he needed them. Out foud. 

If the intent was to embarrass him, 
the effeet was the opposite. Getty, 
whose illness was confirmed in 1986, 
broke his silence at the lop ofhis lungs. 

"Because 1 have AIDS!" he shouted. 

"It was either say you have AIDS, 
or perish." Getty says nqw. "1 learned 
the lesson lite hard way." 

Since then, Getty repeatedly pul the 
lesson to use, successfully battling 
drug companies and the Food and 
Drug Administration for the chance to 
use experimental AIDS drugs. 

Doctors credit these treatments for 
kcqiing Getty, 37, alive for 15 years 
— longer thon most people with 
AIDS. But his immune system is now 
so ravaged that they give him no more 
than a year more to live. •

’his last chance is a trahsplam of 

Success could boost 
Getty’s immune system and mean 
progress toward cross-species trans- 
plants ~fbr a wide range of ailments.

Ooce that happbns, tax cuts could be 
considered - with a preference shown for 
those that stimulate the economy. 

Toward that end, a capital-gains tax cut 
seems to moke the most sense. 

Other cuts, such os’ a tax Credit for Emi- 
lies with children, .would have much less 
of an economic effect. There, the emphasis 
should be on providing benefits to those 
who most need them.

The 
point is, many diseases ore caused qr pg^ 
grovated by behavior - what people rat, 
drink or smoke or what they do in the 
bedrobm - but that's no reason to deny 
help to the sick. 


' Helms, spewing ignorance for political 
efTcct,h's^ut of touch with irality. North 
Carolina has one of the fastest growing. 
AIDS deat)i rates, up 656 percent be- 
tween 1981 and 1992. Only three state 
are worse in rates of cerebrovascular dis- 
ease deaths and only 12, in chronic liver 
disease deaths. 

— RAIDS' docs not discriminate by-age— 
race, gender or sexual orientation. And 
the virus that causes it con turn every un- 
suspecting victim into an asymptomatic 
and contagious carrier for a decade or 
longer. Drastic ciils in 'funding for AIDS 
research would only ensure the rapid 
progress of the epidemic. 

Once again, it appears that Helms locks 
the ability to ascend from the most primi- 
tive^d discredited thinking al^ut AIDS.

Even someone ns confident as Cusiavel 
cautions that a successful hometown bank 
will need hard work, careful plonning and 
commitment. Jusi'winning federal and state 
approval to operate is a challenge. 

But if organizers can come up with S3 mil- 
lion or $4 million to cony- them through Uic 
first couple of years. And if they can find the 
expertise io piii that money to work, they 
should have no trouble finding customers 
willing lo pay a little more for what Ron Ence 
of the Independent Bankers Association of 
America calls the "high-touch approach." 

“There's a certain segment of the popula- 
tion that doesn't care. They’ve grown up with 
a co'mputcr: 'Younger people, they do it by the 
numbers, and that's great," Gustovcl said. 
“There's also a certain segment of the popu- 
lation that doesn’t know how to turn on a 
computer. They want to look someone in the ' 
eye, and that’s the kind of customer who's 
got money." 

Ence said the Washington, D.C.-based 
association's nearly 6,000 community bank 
members generally have higher earnings 
ratios than interstate banks because they con- 
centrate on being the best ot serving o particu- 
lar market niche, such as small business or 
agriculture.. And Gee said small does not 
mean second-class, citlicr. . 

“Tliey may not be able to offer all the ser- 
vices and Uic bells and whistles that the larger 
banks are able to offer, but generally on the 
pricing of services they do offer, they com- 
pete very well,” he said.

“On the whole I feel the program is 
worihwhilc os a vehicle for promoting 
moral reasoning,” the inmate, who 
asked not to be identified, wrote in an 
evaluation ofthcprogram.

‘■BONNERS FERRY (AP) — 
Randy Day takes great pains to 
separate his private law practice 
from his part-time role as 
Boundary County prosecutor. 

Day is a man with a much 
bigger dilemma. He must decide 
whether white separatist Randy' 
Weaver, Weaver’s friend Kevin 
Harris, or any of the federal 
., officers involved in the deadly 
confrontation at Weaver's Ruby 
Ridge cabin nearly three years 
^0 should be tried for homi- 
cide. . . 

If Day decides to go to court, 
his chance of draining his coun- 
ty's cofTcrs is far better than his 
chance of winning. If Day 
decides to go no further, he will 
inflame aircady-angry <\ijicri- 
_cans who believe government 
' officers should be punished for 
the 1992 shootout that lefi a 14- 
ycnr-old boy and his unarmed 
mother dead. 

Day seems to be in no hurry. 
Of the 5100,000 his' county 
allotted for the investigation, he 
has spent just 51,602 — on a 
laptop computer, some travel, 
■file folders and post-it notes. . 

Meanwhile, the Justice 
Department' can't close its 
books. It has had to wait to 
releasp its report on federal 
actions at Ruby Ridge until Day 
finishes his investigation. A 
copy of the report was made 
public recently over a computer 
network. 

._Many of. the residents .of.lhis_: 
mountain coiuuy, just 30 miles 
from the Can^a border, would 
like the Weaver case and the 
troublesome attention It brings 
to go away. 

But they also know Randy 
Da^; he won’t give up until he’s 
satisfied. . 

Bonners Ferry i» a quiet town 
of about 2,000; many of the res- 
idents are Mennonites who 
rejcct’war and violence in any 
form. 

Faded black and white photo 
postcards hanging on the wall of 
the Boundary County Free 
Museum indicate the most 
newsworthy thing that hoppened 
.around here was on occasional 
fire. or a spring flood from the 
Kootenai River. 

But then came August, 1992. 
Weaver hod holed up in his 


hilltop cabin rather than appear 
in court on weapons charges. 
The confrontation between him 
and federal marshals quickly 
turned bloody. 

First, Weaver’s l4-ycar-old 
son, Samuel, and Dcpuly'U.S. 
Marsjial William Dcgan were 
killed in an exchange of gunfire. 
A day later,. Weaver’s wife, 
Vicki, was shot in the head by 
an FBI sniper as she stood hold- 
ing her baby at the cabin door. 

Day, a tall man with red hair 
and graying beard, went several 
times to the Weaver property 
during the 10-day standoff. He 
stood be.side Weaver’s 16-year- 
old daughter, Sara, when federal 
officers finally took her father 
away. ■ y' 

If he has opinions about 
Sara’s father or whether federal 
officers should be held crimi- 
nally responsible for killing 
Sara’s mother. Day keeps them 
to himself. 

In the last feWmonlhs he has 
turned down interview requests. 

"Mr. Day is very closed- 
mouthed, as he should be.” said 
Pete Wilson, the only other full- 
time lawyer practicing' in 
Bonners Ferry. "He doesn't go 
off ha|f-cockcd. He docs his 
research well and he's extreme- 
ly competent." ■’ 

Day planned to have his inter- 
views completed by June 1 . But 
nothing has gone as planned.

cers, who pledged cooperation 
in the beginning, since have 
refused to be questioned.

He 
is a Rcpui^lcan-in Idaho's heav- 
ily Democratic Panhandle and a 
friend of U.S. Sen. Larry Craig. 
They met while students at the 
University of Idaho and have 
maintained tics. Day was 
Boundary County chairman for 
Craig when he first ran for 
Congress in 1980.

Government weighs 
radical plan to curb 
rain forest logging 

The Associated Press 

The process begins wilh a 1, 000-year-old” 
tree in. an ancient Canadian rain forest. It 
ends with the thwack of a freshly printed 
newspaper landing on an American 
doorstep. ' ' ’ 

But what usually happens in between — 

- clear-cut logging that reduces cyc-popping- 
vistos of towering trees to stump-speckled 
hillsides — moy be completely reinvented 
, in British Columbia, a supplier of paper and 
lumber to the United States. 

Under pressure from d coalition of envi- 
ronmental groups worldwide, the liberal 
B.C. provincial governmcnt says it will 
announce by Wednesday whether to adopt 
the recommendations of a government- 
appointed scientific p^cl that wonts to end 
clear-cut logging oh Clayoquot Sound,- 
home of the continent’s most pristine exam- 
ple of coastal temperate rain forest. 

Instead, the panel has recommended an 
elaborate system of selective tree harvesting 
that leaves intact biologically diverse tree 
stands in places that otherwise would be 
• stripped of timber. 

MacMillan Blocdcl Ltd., the Vancouver- 
based logging company that has most of the 
loggingirights in Clayoquot, has said It is 
willing to try the new system, even though it 
says it will cost money and jobs. 

Environmental groups, which have spent - 
two years trying to orgariize a global boycott 
of the company, also sa^ they are generally 
pleased wi^ the recommendation. The gov- 
ernment is adding up the numbers.. 

'“I think it's a response to a change in gen- 
eral public attitudes,", said Dennis 
Fitzgerald,, a ‘MacMillan Blocdcl 
spokesman.

Words of comfort give port in storm 


Study will examine medical 
concerns specific to women

SAN JOSE. Calif. — When she 
, 'was growing up, ' says Marti 
Kurzcnknqbe, people didn't talk 
;about what was once colled 
■ “women’s troubles." There was no 
‘mention of menstruation, not much 
about pregnancy, certainly nothing 
about menopause. 

“So, coming from this plqce 
r whereyou'didn’ftalkabouryour' 
body made it very difficult to go to 
a doctor," says Kur^enknabe, now 
53. "I spent 50 some-odd years 
avoiding it, even through a pregnan- 
cy." 

But now, Kurzenknabe is volun- 
teering to go to a medical clinic 
ogain and again — over the course 
of nine years — as a subject in the 
-Women's Health Initiative, the 
biggest snidy ever to focus on med- 
ical issues unique to women. In fact, 
:it is the biggest clinical trial ever, 

; period. 

By the lime it is completed in 
;2005, the $626 million women's 
■Health Initiative, sponsored by the 
^National Institutes of Health, will 
have studied 765,000 women at 40 
‘centers nationwide. Almost 4,000 of 
them will be monitored at the 
Stanford University Medical 
Center!s clinic iii north Son Jose. 

About 100.000 of the women will 
be enrolled in an observationol 
study, which does not require them 
- to change their habits. The rest will 
b'e involvcd in clinical trials. For 
them, the study means changing 
-behavior, rometimes radically. 

The wumen, who must be 
.‘between tne-ages of 50 and 79 and 
Ipast menopause, will help 
iresearcHera answer three main ques-

• • Does hormonc-replaccrrient

Marti Kurzenknabe is the most 
unlikely of medical research sub- 
jects. But if she is accepted into the 
Women's Health Initiative elinical 
trial '— the San Jose clinic's first 
volunteer completed sereenitig and 
entered the study on June IS — it 
will be her second time in a st^v. 

In 1991, Kuraenknabe signed on 
at Stanford for a medical study 
involving hormone-replacement 
therapy, given to women as 
mraopause.begins and estrogen lev- 
els drop. The study, called PEPI — 
for Post-menopausal Estrogen- 
Progestin Intervention'— was the 
first major medical study to exam- 
ine the effects of hormone thempy 
on the |risk of heart disease. 

“In three years, I took-d.OOO 
pills," ^he says, “which was amaz- 
ing for a person who'jicver even 
took a vitamin." 

Before the study, Kurzenknabe, 
who lives in Redwood City, Calif., 
had not had a PAP smear for about 
20 years. During the initial screen- 
ing. researchers asked for her doc- 
tor's name and were stunned when 
she replied she had no doctor. 

The study not only gave her some 
regular health care, Kurzenknabe 
says, it helped her become more 
comfortable with the workings of 
her body. 

“Now,” she soys, “I con deal with 
it. Now, I can do it. (The study)
